masterly in debate, 
eloquent in exposi- 
tion, unrivalled at 
unravelling the intri- 
cacies of finance, in 
every sense a front- 
rank man. And 
suddenly he sank into the obscurity of a 
newspaper director! With the world, 
politically speaking, at his feet he retired 
from the arena. Why? The reason, as a 
friend and companion of those days ex- 
plained to me, is that he was afraid of 
the lash of Healy’s caustic wit. Sexton, 
for all his parliamentary greatness, 
possessed a keenly sensitive soul. After 
the Parnell débécle he found that he 
could not stand the squalid wrangles and 
bitter personalities that occupied the 
meetings of the Anti-Parnellite Party, 
when Healyites and Dillonites were 
angrily contending for predominance. So 
he sought the comparative calm of news- 
paper management and direction. And 
though he had a widespread fame it is 
wonderful how soon he was almost com- 
pletely forgotten of the people. The 
populace do not long love the hero who 
hides his light under a bushel.

Those who were fortunate enough to secure 
even standing space in the Abbey Theatre Jast 
night will Jong enjoy in retrospect the 

Romeo and Juliet ” of the Anew McMaster 


Company.

"Miss Carmichael’s Lady Capulet was a 
particularly fine piece of work.

It is good that equal treatment has now 
been accorded to the British and American 
Foreign Legionaries sentenced for what 
was, after all, desertion on active service. 
The pardon is. in both cases, a signal! act 
of grace by France, and the American’s 
priority was due purely to his Embassy's 
keener concern. France is unlikely to 
listen to newspaper pleas for the disband- 
ing of what is one of the oldest, and 
certainly one of the finest, fichting corps 
in the world. Fleet street’s notions about 
the Legion are mainly gathered from 
Ouida and a famous American film. 
There are more trustworthy authorities. 
That the Legion is an aggregation of out- 
cast criminals is a libel on its splendid 
history. It is a favourite theory with 
people who kept out of khaki during the 
Great War that bad characters make the 
best soldiers, but nothing could be further 
from the truth. Modern warfare 
demands something more than cave-man 


moral. 


Lá AC otley Force. 


The Foreign Legion is mainly recruited 
from France, Germany and Italy, and 
before the war there were seldom more 
than one or two Englishmen serving in it. 
Since the British Expeditionary Force 
was demobbed the number has been some- 
what higher. All sorts of men join the 
Legion, but mainly adventurons spirits 
who have come a social, rather than a 
legal, crash. Perhaps, 50 per cent. of 
the Legionaries are recruited by fickle 
jades. An Austrian archduke was within 
living memory a private in the ranks, and 
at least one former Russian Guards officer 
of the Tsar’s régime. Once when the 
Legion was fighting in Mexico, and the 
Mexican priests refused to conduct a 
Service, the latter was perfectly performed 
from memory by a Legionary who volun- 
teered from the ranks. He had been a 
fully ordained priest before joining up, 
but, owing to some misadventure, had, like 
Dumas’s Aramis, exchanged the cassock 
for a tunic. No soldier would ever expect 
to get sound impressions about any corps 
or army from a deserter. 


A Democratic Peer. 


Lord Carbery, whose’ flight to Cape, 
Town is being followed with keen in- 
terest, 18 of an adventurous disposition. 
He is also, apparently, of a democratic 
turn of mind, since he has become an 
American citizen, and, in doing so, relin- 
quished his title. He also has changed 
the spelling of his name, which, I ob- 
serve, is now being spelled with two 
“r's.” But, though Lord Carbery may 
prefer to be known as plain John 
Carberry, he cannot divest himself of his 
antecedents or throw over the historic 
associations that attach to his name. 
The present peer is tenth in the line of 
succession, and claims descent from George 
Evans, of Bulgaden Hall, in County 
Limerick, who was a barrister-at-law. 
He zealously promoted the Revolution, 
was sworn of the Privy Council after the 
accession of William, and returned to 
Parliament for Charleville, Co. Cork. 
The family residence, at Castle Freke, 
Rossearbery, Co. Cork, was a _ beautiful 
place, with magnificent surroundings of 
sea and landscape. Lord Carbery’s 
mother was a most charming and cul- 
tured lady. She married, as her second 
husband, Dr. Sandford, of Cork, a noted 
eve, ear and throat specialist, a delight- 
ful host and brilliant conversationalist. 
Lord Carbery lives in Nairobi, but, ap- 
parently, the labours of a colonist proved 
too tame for one who has a splendid flying 
record, and was one of the best pilots of 
the later war period. He is thirty-five 
years of age and has been twice married. 


Sokol Drill in Ireland. 


Yesterday I saw, for the first time, a 
demonstration of that remarkable system 
of drill called the Sokol, which has 
wrought such wonders in the physique 
and civic discipline of the young genera- 
tion in Cgecho-Slovakia. It was at 
Artane Industrial School, where. Sokol 
drill has been introduced, that I saw and 
admired the display. Accompanied by 
Slavonic music, the lads moved in rapid 
unison through rhythmic gestures which 
depicted primitive activities, such as 
sowing, reaping, rowing, swimming. The 
rectangular motions of Swedish drill dis- 
appear, and the Czech drill has all the 
grace of the dance Every muscle of 
the frame is exercised, and so searching 
are the evolutions that the slackest child 
cannot shirk the good uses of the dis- 
cipline. Artane School, which houses over 
B00 lads, mostly orphans, is administered 
by the Christian Brothers. Under the 
Rev. Brother P. O. Ryan it has developed 
virtually into a little self-supporting 
town; for it has its own farm, mill, 
bakery and =power-house; its own 
carpenters, metal - workers, spinners, 
weavers and tailors. By means of a 
working model of the Shannon works some 
of the lads are trained in hydro-electric 
science. Artane gave me a glimpse of 
what might be done with every Irish 
country town, given sound technical 
education and industry. 


Sir Simon ACaddock. 


The many friends of Sir Simon Maddock 
will be shocked to learn of his untimelv 
death, which oecurred shortly after mid- 
night last night. Sir Simon was badly 
burned a week ago in a gallant effort to 
save the life of a pet dog which was 

trapped in a blazing 
room in his residence 
at Mount Jerome. 
He was taken to the 
Meath Hospital, and, 
although he was 
seriously injured, it 
was hoped that his 
fine physique would 
pull him through. 
He was reported to 
be making good pro- 
gress; but vesterday 
he took a turn for the 
worse and died peace- 
fully after a week of 
great suffering. He 
will be missed deeply in Dublin, where 
his genial figure was extremely popular. 
One of the pillars of the Royal Dublin 
Society, he was an untiring worker at 
Ballsbridge, and took a prominent part in 
he work of the Rathmines Urban Council, 
of which he has been Chairman for several 
years. He also was one of the most active 
members of the: Hibernian United Service 
(Jub, In his young days he was a fine 
athlete, and played for Bective Rangers in 
1804. He was a man of great personal 
courage, and held the Royal Humane 
Society’s medal for life-saving. All who 
were privileged to know Sir Simon 
Maddock knew him as a fearless man and 
a staunch friend. His place in the life 
of Dublin will be hard to fill.

GOLD, SILVER AND LEAD 
IN WEXFORD MINE 


JOHNSON PASHA’S DIS- 
COVERIES AT BARRYSTOWN, 

‘The existence of lead, silver, and even gold, 
amongst the mineral wealth of Co. Wexford 
was emphasised by an exhibit in the indus- 
trial section of the show of home industries, 
held in Wexford vesterday. 

These mineral samples were exhibited by 
Johnson Pasha, and were intended to illus- 
trate the present state of research v. tho 
county. Since August, 1914, nothing has l«en 
done at Barrystown Mine, though he new 
extension then struck would, he believes, pro- 
bably pay expenses of exploration, The vein 
was found at a depth of from 20 feet to 50 
feet, and was 16 mcehes wide with eight 
inches of galena. “ Drives”’ for 18 feet east 
and west showed the vein continuing. A 
second pit, 300 yards west, also showed the 
vein. The strike was that of No. 4 of the 
old mine lodes. 

Johnson Pasha states that efforts are now 
being made to re-open Cairn Mine, and that 
good “ float ” ore of argentiferous galena 
with copper has been found near Woodbrook. 

As the result of his own investigations, he 
suggests that considerable ree{ gold exists not 
far from Enniscorthy to the west, and pros- 
poston should locate it. The gold in the 
jar stream indicates the proximity of its 
source. Here, he thinks, is a field for investi- 
gation by students of the College of Science, 
who want some practical experience in pros- 
pecting. 

Another discovery of Johnson Pasha's is a 
vein of blue clay calcite filling a crevice in a 
dyke in the Borodale 'y, which is highly 
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mineralised, This, with an accompanying 
one-inch thread of quartz has been examined. 
The vein crosses the Boro, and on the south 
side shows eight inches of quartz with galena, 
cuprite, copper pyrites, some silver, man- 
ganese, and hemeitite (jewel).

LORD CARSON’S PROTEST. 

When the Unemployment Insurance Bill 
came up- for secoud reading in the House of 
Lords yesterday, Lord Carson made a strong 
protest against the way in which it had been 
drafted, ' 

He said that, as a lawyer of 61 years’ 
standing, it would take him at least a week 
to understand the bill, It was legislation by 
veference gone stark mad. (Laughter.) 

He had never in his life read such a pro- 
duction, He did not think that any Go- 
vernment which did not know that it had a 
party following it like sheep in the House of 
Commons. wou'd dare to bring in such a bill, 
Protests appeared to useless, and the 
only appropriate course was consistently to 
vote against such measures. 

Viscount Haldane supported the protest 
against the form of the measure, which, he 
said, seemed to have received very little 
consideration from the Government itself. 

Viscount Peel, replying to the debate, said 
that he sympathised with Carson's ob- 
servations with regard to the drafting of the 
bill, but he thought it rather hard that just 
because the House of Commons had produced 
a bill in a very remarkable form they should 
be asked to inflict a great injury on insured 
people by throwing it out.

ANTON has well been called “the city 
of nightmares.” Over two million 
inhabitants are packed into its crowded 
alley-ways. . So closely are the ramshackle 
houses placea together that the sun pene- 
trates with difficulty into those gloomy 
thoroughfares. When a sedan-chair or a 
mandarin mounted on a shaggy pony 
comes along, the foot passenger has to 
side-step nimbly into the nearest doorway 
in order to let them pass. 

Labour is cheap in Canton, and man 
takes the place of the beast of burden. 
Coolies, their faces streaming with per- 
spiration, stagger along under loads twice 
as big as themselves. But, although they 
may be gasping for breath, they manage 
to contribute to the general dim with their 
monotonous sing-song cry. If they are 
forbidden to chant, they say they cannot 
carry half as much. 

These narrow winding streets are dirty 
and unkempt Swarms of flies settle, 
with loud buzzing noises, on the heaps of 
filth which litter them. Evil-looking 
mongrel dogs lie around, licking their 
festering wounds, No one seems to bother 
about his neighbour’s comfort. A merchant 
scattering a bucket of water to lay the 
dust outside his shop splashes the passer- 
by. The garbage collector, on his rare 
visits, sweeps the dust into the air in 
blinding clouds. Boys, playing battle-door 
and shuttle-cock with their feet, not in- 
frequently land the feathered ball in the 
pedestrian’s eye. But no one objects; il 
is all taken as a matter of course by the 
even-tempered fatalistic Celestial

Then, amidst all this squalor one comes 
to a district where craftsmen are busy 
turning out priceless objects in jewellery, 
ivory and precious metals. Entry to one 
of those shops is difficult; for they are 
kept carefully bolted and barred as a pro- 
tection against robbers. 

Here in overcrowded rooms highly 
skilled workmen strain their eyes over the 
most delicate jewellery. One man had 
nearly finished an exquisite ivory carving 
en which he had been working for seven 
years. Seven years for sixteen hours a 
day for pay that was merely sufficient to 
keep him in rice, with an occasional 
morsel of greasy pork or a mouthful of 
muddy land-crab! | 

It is a relief to leave this swarming city 
and enter the European district called the 
Shameen, with its wide streets and 
pleasant gardens. It is situated at some 
distance from the native city on a little 
island wherein lies its safety. When the 
anti - foreign feeling, which always 
flourishes in Canton,’ becomes too pro- 
nounced the bridges leading to the 
Shameen are securely closed. Soldiers are 
placed on duty, and permission to enter is 
refused tc all natives except those in 
foreign employ or who have special 
business there. 


A FLOATING POPULATION. 

But even here the foreigner cannot 
wholly escape from his neighbours. Inte 
the waterways surrounding the settlement 
the crowded humanity of the Chinese 
city penetrates. Here are thousands of 
house-boats, some with peaked, some 
with rounded roofs. The hordes of 
Chinese who live on them scarcely set foot 
on land from childhood to old age—eat- 
ing, sleeping and working in their tiny 
floating homes. 

At night more pretentious boats—the 
flower bvats—make their appearance. 
They are poled slowly along by boatmen, 
who scan the shore and invite passers-by 
to come aboard and enjoy their doubtful 
pleasures. 

From on board one hears the mournful 
music of the East, and through the silken 
draperies one catches a glimpse of tiriy 
maidens with painted faces lolling at 
their ease, and one sees fat, dissipated- 
looking Chinese blowing clouds of smoke 
from thick opium pipes. Yes! Canton 
has been well named “ The City of mér

MAHARAJAH APPROVES 
ITS INTRODUCTION, 


The Greyhound Racing Association 
recently approved tracks for greyhound 
racing in India, and the Maharajah of 
Burdwan, who represented India at the 
last Imperial Conference, and is now in 
London, approves of the efforts to 
establish the sport in the East. 

“I should especially like to see the 
sport in vogue in places like Bombay, 
Calcutta, and possibly JDelhi,’’. the 
Maharajah said in an interview yester- 
day. ‘‘In Delhi, of course, owing to the 
weather conditions, the season might have 
to be a short one. England's greatest asset 
is sport, and Indians, by welcoming 
European sports, would find in them one 
of the best mediums for forgetting racial 
feelings. So long as the real sporting 
spirit continues to exist in england there 
need be no fear of Bolshevism. 

‘‘Sport of every descripticn is healthy, 
and is the greatest antidote to Bolshevism ; 
because, in the sporting world, the idea of 
revolution against established government 
never occurs. The good-fellowship of 
sport is the best vaccine with which to 
inoculate the nation. For that reason I 
welcome greyhound racing and consider it 
an admirable institution. In view of the 
many British Peers and sportsmen who 
now take a practical interest in the Grey- 
hound Racing Association, I am certain 
that it has a very great future before it.”

PAINTERS AND THEIR 
ART. 


Lir to the nineteenth century the evolu- 
tion of art was carried on by slow 
processes. The religious estheticism 
characteristic of the work of the early 
masters gradually gave place to an 
academic pseudo-classicism. The depress- 
ing empty formalism which resulted is 
familiar to all who have visited the 
galleries of Europe. Happily in England 
this was counteracted, to some extent, by 
the influence of Rubens and still more of 
Van Dyck. Lesser men followed the 
fashion of the day and produced classical 
and historical composition in the grand 
style, but the works of the great English 
portrait and landscape painters of the 
eighteenth century charm the eye as well 
by a certain naiveté as by their finished 
perfection of technique. 

France did not come off so well, and 
even the Revolution failed to free her. The 
tyranny of David, and, to a certain degree 
of his successor Ingres, seems, in these 
days of rampant individualism, almost 
inconceivable. It is not, therefore, sur- 
prising to find that the principal revolu- 
tionary movement against academic tradi- 
tion should originate in the country in 
which art was governed and standardised. 
The nineteenth century saw the beginning 
of the inevitable reaction. Géricault and 
Delacroix are universally adimitted as the 
pioneers of the Romantic movement, 
Earlier indications of it were to be found 
in the works of Greuze and Fragonard, 
and in Spain Goya, untrammelled by 
tradition, had for many years shown life 
raw and crude upon his canvasses; but 
these were only premonitory symptoms. 
[It was Géricault’s great painting of ‘‘ The 
Raft of the Medusa,’’ exhibited in the 
Salon of 1819, which dealt the first severe 
blow to the hitherto accepted style im- 
posed by the Institut des Beaux Arts, 
while Delacroix, his friend and admirer, 
showed that the old traditional subjects 
could be given new life by the introduc- 
tion of warmth, movement, and expression 
into their treatment. 

It is a far cry trom Delacroix to 
Mabesse, yet the study of the movement 
which began with Romanticism and has re- 
sulted in Expressionism leads through many 
interesting phases. A great deal has been 
written about these successive individual 
movements and the painters associated with 
them. Time is the infallible judge. Pseudo 
classicism replaced an effete Reuaissance, and 
now individualism strives to conquer un! 
formity, but only the truly sincere of each 
succeeding period will in the end survive. 
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It is impossible to judge any movement on 
its own merits Thus the history of our 
yhase of evolution, while interesting and us 
fal up to a certain point, needs comparison 
with what has led up to it. It is in 
this respect that Mr. Frank Jewett Mather's 
‘History of Modern Painting” proves such 
a valuable work. Mr. Mather has made a 
close study of the subject, and brings an 
excellently balanced judgment to besr on it. 
He holds no brief for any one painter or 
period, nor does he bring ridicule to bear 
on the extremists, but realises that each 
bears his part in the process of evolution, 

Mr. Mather traces the history of modern 
painting from Goya to Picasso. His earlier 
chapters show how the tyranny of official 
academic art led to its final repudiation by 
those who realised how completely it absorbed 
the life and individuality of its adherents. 
Brief sketches of the leaders of each move- 
ment are given, and we are shown how 
their art compared with those of their con- 
temporaries and its effect upon the publi 
opinion of the day. A slightly whimsical 
sense of humour lightens almost every page, 
as of one who regards artist and public alike 
with the same kindly tolerance, and sees how 
the revolutionary individualism of the one 
affects the mass conservatism of the other ; 
nor does he fail to point out that as much 
danger may he in following the cult of 
barbarism as in submitting to the tyranny of 
classicism, 

From cover to cover the book makes 
delightful reading, and the hundred and 
twenty-five illustrations have been admirably 
selected to bring out the points the autho 
wishes to emphasise.

of the man who said: '“ Unfortunately, I find 
it extremely difficult to realise my sensations.

It is probably becanse of this 
feeling that even the smallest of Cézanne’s 
landscape works shows the result of his 
efforts to obtain the perfect harmony to be 
found in nature It is not an easy matter 
to bring together íor reproduction a collec 
tion of the varied works of Cézanne 

landscapes, portraits, figure composition 
groups, and his wonderful still life studies. 


is the Pellerin collection, and it is mainly 
on this collection that Mr. Roger Fry has 
called to illustrate his excellent volume. 
‘Cézanne: A Study of his Development.’’ 
Mr. Fry has made a valuable addition to 
works already published dealing with the 
wonderful work of Paul Cézanne. Of the 
fifty-four reproductions of the artist's work 
given in this volume, thirty-five are from 
the famous Pellerin collection. The original 
of one landscape and a portrait are to be 
found in the Tate Gallery, London. 

A table of the more important dates in 
Cézanne’s life is a valuable addition to this 
volume.

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Tas book is enthusiastic about the 
Brontés’s genius; but Mrs. Gaskell’s 
Lif. of Charles Bronté and “ The Brontes 
and their Circle,” by Clement Shorter, 


should be read along with if. 7 : 

Few people will agree that Emily Bronté 
could not have written as she did about 
love without having experienced it—how 
can we measure her imagination ?—and 
that, therefore, she must have been in 
love with the curate, whom they nick- 
named Celia Amelia. Her peculiar 
nature, without the genius, is not un- 
known in Ireland, though rare, but cannot 
be understood by the sentimental and 
amorous. Who can read her poems and 
“Wuthering Heights” without seeing 
that love of Nature was a passion with 
her: that her heart clung to the wild 
moors and hills as if its strings were 
twisted in the very soil? ‘‘ And Love I 
scorn.’’ Her sister Anne was her other 
self. One seemed, as it were, the comple- 
ment of the other. It is a shock to find 
deceit attributed to Emily ; absolute truth 
and sincerity alone could harbour there. 
Miss Branwell was neither “ an acidulated 
spinster’’ nor ‘‘cantankerous,’’ nor the 
original of Mrs. Reed in ‘‘ Jane Eyre.’’ 
Her nieces owed much to her orderly up- 
bringing: a great writer. must bear the 
yoke in some way in his youth. 

When we find Charlotte Bronté arcused of 
falling in love with. a married man—the 
Monsieur Héger who had written to her 
father of ‘‘l’affection presque paternelle ” 
that he and his wife felt for Charlotte and 
Emily—we remember what Thackeray wrote 
about her, “her great honest eyes.’ ‘‘ she 
gave me the impression of being a very pure, 
and lofty, and high-minded person. A great 
and holy reverence of right and truth seemed 
to be with her always.”’ 

Her hope that her marriage would add to 
her father’s comfort was fulfilled. W hen 
Mrs. L. B. Walford went to Haworth on 
September 30, 1889, she was told that “Mr. 
Bronté was a fine old gentleman, a very fine 
old gentleman. . . . there was no one in 
Haworth. who had not a good word for 
the old gentleman, and to see him and Mr. 
Nicholls tocether after they were left alone, 
and poor Mr. Bronté so helpless and blind, 
was just a beautiful sight—that it was.’ 

The crinoline was later than Emily Bronté’s 
time, and a gig only held two people. 

The frontispiece is a portrait of Emily 
Bronté; there are two of Charlotte, arid a 
picture of Haworth Parsonage. Although 
Mrs. Gaskell savs that no trace of Mr. 
Bronté’s Irish origin remained in his speech, 
this book gives us the welcome information 
that “at fifteen Charlotte Bronté had “a 
strong Irish accent.”’

€£ HE Lawrence Legend’’—so Mr. 
: 2 Robert Graves describes the mys- 
tery of the personality of Lawrence, 
or “Shaw,” “which stalks about, a ghost as 
persussive, as destructive, as false as the 
Byron legends of a hundred years ago. ' 
The reader cathers from the introduction 
that Mr. Graves is about to dissipate this 
legend with Lawrence's consent, but cer- 
tainly he has not done so. On the contrary, 
he seems to glory in the mystery, even ex- 
aggerating it, sometimes setting his hero 
over against himself as a double personality, 
and telling his readers to choose whichever 
he likes best. It is very irritating and very 
baffling, and leaves one with the impression, 
which eannot be resisted, that Lawrence him- 
self rather revels in the mystery. If, indeed, 
Lawrence is © shy. retimng man, he has

successfully, it scarcely would be necessary to 
suggest that Lawrence is neither '' omnis- 
cient ” nor in any way a supernatural being. 

Some mysteries, if we read aright, by Law- 
rence’s own choice, are left mysteries still. 
Not a word is revealed of his exploit in pene- 
trating the heart of the enemy country m and 
around Damascus early in the war, when he 
went as a spy. Is this unique achevement 
being reserved for another volume? 

As for the story itself—a story of surpass- 
ing pluck and courage—Mr. Graves tells it 
with clearness, fulness and literary distinc- 
tion, only leaving the path to have a blow at 
Mr. Lowell Thomas, whose chronicle he 


| affects to despise. If “ Revolt in the Desert” 


was the story in poetry—as, indeed, it was— 
Mr. Graves’s book is the same story in his- 
tory. He fills in the gaps, he is careful in 
his dates and figures, he gives several easily- 
read maps by which the reader may see as 
he reads the progress of the fighting. Instead 
of leaving the story incomplete, suspended in 
the air as Lawrence did, he follows its course 
right on to the end of the war, to the Peace 
Conference in Paris, and to the plans by 
which Mr. Churchill settled the destiny of the 
Arabs, and placed Feisal on the throne at 
Bagdad. 

It is a great story of absorbing interest, 
greatly told; but the halo is still around the 
“impish” head. W. MeN.

FRENCH CLASSES FOR PRISONERS 


When -one reads of the horrible condi 
tions of prisons in the long ago, and 
compares them with the systems at 
present in force, the difference is very 
striking, indeed. Squalor, misery and un- 
healthy surroundings were the rule a 
centu ago, whereas now everythin 
possible is done to assist the prisoner an 
make him happy. In this respect the 
report for last year, which has just been 
issued the authorities, is an iUlumi- 
nating document. The figures show that 
eleven persons were sent to penal servi- 
tude, while 2,463 were imprisoned, of 
whom seven were sentenced by courts- 
martial, and 123 were debtors or in default 
of sureties. 

The most interesting feature of the 
report, however, is the reference to the 
educational advantages offered to the 
prisoners. It is stated that, in addition 
to lectures, concerts, debates and so forth, 
the reformative treatment has been

GROWTH OF GAMBLING SPIRIT. 


Organised opposition is being offered to 
the spread of greyhound-racing in Belfast, 
and the proposal to establish a course at 
Dunmore, in the fashionable Antrim road 
district, has occasioned much indignation. 
A meeting of residents was held in the 
beginning of the week, at which this form 
of sport was condemned as injurious to 
religion, morals, good citizenship and 
clean sport. The gambling which dominates 
such racing events was further described 
as “a pernicious habit, which degrades 
sport, demoralises the individual, and, by 
calling into existence a numerous parasit 
class and a thoroughly baneful trade, 
creates a great social evil.” 

Mr. Rowley Elliott, M.P., who presided 
at the meeting, said that’ they must take 
counsel to prevent the youth of the country 
from falling victims to the gambling curse, 
and suggested that pressure must be Peann 
to bear on the Government to remove the 
evil. There is only one way in which that 
can be done, and that is to make betting 
at greyhound race meetings illegal. In 
Belfast the gambling spirit is very 
prevalent, and it is Bis oer by a host 
of booknfhkers ; but, if the lure of ME 
were to vanish, greyhound-racing woul 
soon decay. The Rev. E. W. Young says 
that greyhound-racing forms one of the 
most sinister aspects of modern life, and 
many people will agree with him that it

There is a growing disposition to favour 
the appointment of a City Manager to 
control and co-ordinate all the activities of 
the spending departments of the Corporation.

In order to 
eliminate the patronage system, it has decided 
that all workers upon the wages’ list and 
labourers must be employed through the 
Labour Exchanges, and that the clerical staff 
shall be recruited from candidates who have 
passed a qualifying examination. 

Business men, however, believe that there 
can be no great reduction in expenditure 
without a drastic overhaul of the present 
Corporation system of management, and that 
if this is not undertaken at once Belfast rate- 
payers will be faced with an increase in the 
rates in the near future rather than the 
reduction which is so keenly desired,

Under such conditions it is 
not a matter for wonder that the conduct 
of the prisoners has been good, only about 
5 per cent. of the total number under 
detention having to be punished. The 
report is a most gratifying one, and shows 
what can be accomplished by kindness in 
reclaiming even the worst members of 
society.

BETTER THAN EXPECTED. 


The annual report of the Ulster 
Organisation Society, which was presented 
at its meeting to-day, is an interesting 
document, and special mention is made of 
improved methods of marketing, more par- 
ticularly in connection with dairy produce. 
It is hoped that in due course the whole 
organised dairying industry of Northern 
Ireland will be consolidated, with bene- 
ficial results to the farmers and all others 
concerned. i 

In these days of intense competition, 
when almost every department of work is 
challenged by foreign countries, it is only 
by scientific means that success can be 
achieved, and it is gratifying to know that 
people interested in the land have come 
to recognise that fact. There are over a 
hundred co-operative creameries in the 
province, and in 1926 the total sales of 
their produce amounted to £925,064, but 
there is no reason why these figures should 
not be largely increased. It is in agricul- 
ture that Ireland’s greatest riches are to 
be found; yet it is the industry which in 
recent years has been most depressed. 
Notwithstanding the unfavourable season, 
a good harvest is reported by the Northern 
Ministry of Agriculture, the crops gene 
rally speaking, being satisfactory. The 
yield of wheat grain was high, with ex- 
cellent quality, and supplies have been 
marketed in County Down at lls. per cwt., 
and in Tyrone at 12s. per cwt. ith re- 
gard to the oat crop it 1s slightly over the 
average, with fine quality, and the prices 
ruled at about 7s. 9d. per cwt., as com- 
pared with 7s. last year. It is extremely 
gratifying to learn that the yield of flax is 
also good, while fair quantities have been 
sold at an average of 14s. 10d. per stone, 
or nearly double the price a year ago, 
when it was selling at 8s. 2d. per stone. 
The other crops are reported to be fairly 
good, while live stock generally are satis- 
factory. 


CAPTAIN DIXON ON POVERTY. 


An interesting, if unconscious, commen- 
tary on Viscount Craigavon’s denial re, 
cently of widespread poverty in the North 
was made by Captain Herbert Dixon, 
M.P., the chief Government Whip, at a 
Christmas treat which he gave to some 
5,000 poor children in various parts of his 
constituency on Tuesday night. Dealing 
with the industrial situation, he said that, 
although unemployment had decreased and 
prospects seemed very bright, individual 
cases of distres8 were as bad as ever they 
had been in his time. There was never 4 
time, he declared, in which the poor were 
more in need of charity than this 
Christmas. He appealed to everyone 
who could afford it to give a little to help 
the middle-aged men who had been out of 
work for, perhaps, two years and who 
could get a job nowhere. 

No one knows East Belfast, which is an 
industrial area, better than Captain 
Dixon. He takes an active interest in the 
people’s welfare, understands their post- 
tion, and his words have a significance 
which cannot be ignored. In the course 
of his address the gallant captain gave a 
sly dig at the loca] optionist, and stating 
that a working man committed no crime 
by taking a drink if he had the money to 
afford, advised charitable institutions not 
to be too much of the —_— 
when investigating cases. The Rev. W. 
A. Watson, who was assisting at the enter- 
tainment, said that he did not share 
Captain Dixon’s views with regard to the 
drink question, but he welcomed every

The Falls road is also 
to -be reconstructed, and work is to be 
commenced upon it immediately, Passing 
through the centre of the Nationalist area 
in West Belfast, this thoroughiare is one 
of the busiest in the city. The contem- 
plated work will absorb several hundred 
men at present unemployed, and, if other 
public bodies throughout the province 
followed such a worthy example, it would 
do much to relieve want and distress. 


NORTHERN SENATE. 


The Northern Senate adjourned on 
Tuesday until the 21st inst., when Parlia- 
ment will be prorogued. Although a 
number of amendments to the Licensing 
Bill were proposed, none of them was 
accepted, and the measure was passed 
without alteration. Several Senators ex- 
pressed dissatisfaction with some of the 
clauses, Mr. Leslie declaring that the 
licensing laws were made for the public, 
and not the public for the licensing laws, 
while Colonel the Right Hon. Sharman- 
Crawford referred to the anomalous i- 
tion which arose in hotels, where residents 
could have a drink on Sundays, but where 
their guests could not have similar refresh- 
ments. Several divisions were taken, but 
Mr. Dorman, the solitary member of the 
Opposition, was the only one to vote 
against the measures before the Senate, 
the Trade Disputes Bill being also passed. 
There will, therefore, be no awkward 
situation for the House of Commons when 
it assembles on the 21st inst. to conclude 
the business, and the members will be 
able to separate in peace. 


WORKERS’ CLASSES IN UNIVERSITY 


The close association of the Queen’s 
University with the civic life of Belfast 
has been frequently stressed by Dr. 
R. W. Livingstone, Vice-Chancellor of the 
University. The old struggles between 
“town and gown”’ are now but a tradi- 
tion everywhere, and there exists instead 
a happy spirit of co-operation, in which 
education, trade and commerce are bound 
together. Speaking the other day to the 
Working Men’s Committee in connection 
with the Royal Victoria Hospital, Dr. 
Livingstone pointed out that everyone in 
Northern Ireland should feel that he or 
she has an interest in the University, as 
it is open to all who have the ability to 
profit by it. Lectures under the auspices 
of the Workers’ Educational Association 
are given in the University, and, as they 
take place at night, anyone can attend 
them: but these are not so largely 
attended as they might be in such a large 
industrial centre. 


CROSS-CHANNEL SERVICES. 


It was announced by Alderman Jamison, 
ex-High Sheriff, a few days ago, that the 
London, Midland and Scottish Railway 
Company and the Belfast Steamship 
Company had arranged to give a better 
cross-Channel service, and that, in order 
to accomplish this improvement, each 
company had decided to provide three 
new steamers, the vessels to be built at 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff's yards at 
Queen’s Island. It was also stated that 
the Burns-Laird Line contemplated giving 
better facilities. Since then the report 
has been contradicted, but your corre- 
spondent has learned from a trustworthy 
source.that, although the intimation was 
premature. the scheme is under considera- 
tion, and that there is every likelihood of 
its being carried through. The enter- 
prising firms mentioned are determined 
to make the service between Belfast and 
the cross-Channel ports thoroughly up-*o 


date and efficient in order to meet the 
demands of increasing traffic.

Replying to Mr. O’Doherty (for the plain- 
tiffs) witness said that as the result of a 
little inducement he sold the land to the de- 
fendants under duress. Previous to this 
the gates were taken off the fields, and the 
stock driven on four occasions. He saw 
a notice put up in the district in blue pencil 
that if anyone herded for the Dolans they 
might look out, As the result of all this 
annoyance he sold the land for £600, but 
he did not give up possession, as the money 
was not forthcoming. One of the defen- 
dants told him that he would get neither 
lands nor money, and the defendants took 
forcible possession of the land. Eventually 
he was paid, but he claimed £108 for rent 
in the interval. 

Replying to Mr. Neilan, he denied that 
he wanted to get out of his contract. He 
did not make his claim in 1923, when things 
were normal. 

BURNING OF JUDGE’S HOUSE. 

Judge—The times were not normal then.

A NEW OUT-PATIENT 
DEPARTMENT. 

The foundation stone of the new out- 
patient department of St. Ultan’s Hospital, 
Charlemont street, Dublin, was laid yesterday 
afternoon by Senator Mrs. Alice Stopford 
Green in the presence of a large gathering, 
of which ladies formed the overwhelming 
majority. 

he new out-patients’ department is being 
built as a wing at right angles to the old 
building. Two storeys high, it will be of 
Dolphin's Barn bricks and Irish stone. The 
foundation stone is of Wicklow granite, bear- 
ing in Irish the date of yesterday 's ceremony. 
In a hollow in the stone were deposited a 
daily newspaper and a coin with this year's 
ate. 

The building will be faced in concrete, so 
as to conform to the outer a nee of the 
older portion. In it will be provided five 
ieslaíod rooms for treatment of different 
classes of subjects—one of the rooms will be 
devoted to the violet ray treatment. There 
will also be rooms for doctors, and a waiting 
room, as well as a waiting hall, for people 
who come to see babies in the intern depart’ 
ment. Covered accommodation will also be 
éa for perambulators. On the upper 
oor there will be individual wards for treat- 
ment of premature babies. There will also 
be a small operating theatre for the treatment 
of special cases. In the scheme of extension 
there will be provided a new diet-kitchen for 
preparation of baby food; and the extension 
will give accommodation for twelve more 
babies. All the windows of the new wing 
will be fitted with vitagiass. The back 
windows of the old hospital have been fitted 
with vitaglass during the last year. The roof 
of the new wing will be utilised as a verandah 
for the children. 


THE VOTE OF THANKS, 


Proposing a vote of thanks to Senator Mrs. 
Stopford Green for performing the ceremony, 
Dr. Kathleen Lynn said that Mrs. Green had 
been a very good friend of their hospital from 
the start. She had occupied the chair at 
their first meeting eight years ago. On that 
occasion they had made a great venture of 
faith. Now they were making a second ven- 
ture, and she Aer that it would be as 
sunccessiul as the first. Eight years ago they 
were called lunatics when they started St. 
Ultan's with 870 and two babies. They 
would see the result of that lunacy in the 
work on which they were engaged that day. 
(Laughter and applause.) She trusted that 
through the generosity of all their friends 
funds would be forthcoming to help the com- 
pletion of the out-patients’ department. 

They heard a great deal about amalgama- 
tion of hospitals. She thought that co 
ordination would be better. They wanted all 
the hospitals, but they should be specialised. 
St. Ultan’s was a sort of midway hospital 
between the maternity hospital and the 
children’s hospital. would continue 
their work : what they would like to have was 
the full co-operation of the maternity and 
children’s hospitals.

“One could not but have the utmost

Rabbi Schachter said that after twenty 
centuries of suppression Israel had proclaimed 
its right to the world at large to the land of 
Palestine.

Thousands had gone to 
Palestine during the last few years, and many 
thousands of acres of waste land had been 
transformed into flourishing gardens. 

All nations of the world were following this 
admirable work with the greatest interest, 
but nowhere had it received more encourage- 
ment than from the people of Great Britain— 
the mother of justice and hberty—who were 
doing justice to a nation deprived of liberty 
for so long. The cause of Palestine was the 
cause of peace in the East.

Large numbers 
of the city’s shops were looted by a 
frenzied mob, which abandoned itself to 
a wholesale orgy of rapine and slaughter. 
Police and officials were murdered in 
hundreds. Indeed, at the end of the week 
it seemed as if the Bolsheviks had obtained 
complete control of Canton and its sur- 
rounding districts. Neighbouring cities 
were dreading an extension of the out- 
break, and the matter was beginning to 
assume a very serious aspect when, quite 
suddenly, the turned com- 
pletely on the Bolsheviks. The

The End of the Junker. 


The Prussian Diet has passed the third 
reading of a bill for the abolition of the 
Gutsbezirke, or ‘‘district-estates,’’ on 
which the power of the Junkers hitherto 
was based. This involves, as the Berlin 
Correspondent of the Manchester Guardian 
little less than a peaceful 
changing the face: of the 
Prussian countryside. The Gutsbezirk is 
an estate, conimonly extending to the 
confines of a district so large as to include

He 
rules with almost autocratic power. —Ín 
general elections and referendums the 
Junker superintends the polling of the 
Gutsbezirk, and through his agents he 
usually is able virtually to dictate to the 
electors.

SIR SIMON MADDOCK. 


We regret to announce that Sir Simon 
Maddock. Mount Jerome House, Harold's 
Cross, Dublin, died in the Meath Hospital 
late last night from the severe shock and 
burns which he sustained in the recent fire 
at his home. Sir Simon attempted to quell 
the flames and to rescue a dog and parrot 
from a burning room, but the floor suddenly 
collapsed under him, and the shock he sus- 
tained, in addition to his severe burns, left 
him in a state of complete exhaustion, accom- 
panied by acute pain. 

He was taken to the Meath Hospital; his 
condition was regarded as serious by the staff, 
but in a day or two there was the welcome 
news that there was a decided improvement. 
Last night, however, he took a tarn for the 
worse, and the end came peacefully. 

Simon William Maddock was a son of the late 
Benjamin Maddock, and was born in 1869. In 
1901 he married Miss Johnstone. a daughter 
of Colonel John Douglas Johnstone, D.L., and 
first cousin of the present Lord Louth. He 
was a Governor of the Meath Hospital and 
the National Children’s Hospital, Harcourt 
street. For the Children’s Hospital he was 
the means of raising £5,000 a few vears ago. 

He was well known in commercial circles, 
too; he was a director of Messrs. Johnston, 
Mooney and O’Brien, Ltd.; Messrs. J. H. 
Webb and Co., Ltd., and the Association for 
the Housing of the Very Poor. He was an 
elected member of the Council of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce, and also of the 
Council of the Association of Chambers of 
Commerce in the Irish Free State. 

His persuasive temperament often pre- 
vailed among parties to trades disputes, and 
he generally proved a successful arbitrator. 
When a strike was threatened in Irish bank- 
ing circles in 1920, the banking officials ap- 
pointed Sir Simon as their arbitrator, with 
the results that the members of the profes. 
sion received a generous award, followed by 
harmony between bank directors and their 
staffs. 

He was formerly a Justice of the Peace 
and Deputy Lieutenant. 

He was Secretary to the General Cemetery 
Company of Ireland, and lived at Mount 
Jerome House, Harold's Cross. 

Sir Simon Maddock was a man of varied 
activities. As a young man he was a 
member of Bective Rangers Football Club, 
and played on the Cup team twenty-three 
vears ago. He also was a fine runner, and 
won a number of sprints. His first taste for 
public life was shown in the old Leeson Park 
Debating Society, where he was a contem- 
porary of the present Bishop of Killaloe. He 
showed great aptitude as a speaker in those 
days, and his early training was very useful 
to him later on when he became one of the 
most prominent members of the Irish Unionist 
Alliance. 

During the war Sir Simon Maddock plaved 
a leading part in the recruiting campaign. 
He was an excellent organiser, and never 
spared himself; with the result that he was 
able to inspire his assistants with some of his 
own abundant enthusiasm. After the war he 
was knighted by the King, and began to 
devote himself to municipal affairs. As 
Chairman of the Rathmines Urban Counci! for 
the last few years he has made many changes 
in the township. He was personally re- 
sponsible for the widening of street corners 
throughout Rathmines, and took the keenest 
interest in the municipalitv’s affairs. 
member of the Council of the Royal Dublin 
Society, he was secretary of the Reception 
Committee which entertained the visiting 
officers at the two last Horse Shows, and 
devoted a gaod deal of his time to his work 
at Ballsbridge 

In the social life of Dublin he was a very 
popular figure. He was an excellent actor, 
but of recent years his many other activities 
claimed so much of his time that he rarely 
appeared on the stage. He never missed a 
Rugby international, travelling invariably to 
Twickenham, Murrayfield or Wales with the 
Trish team, while he was often to be seen at 
Lansdowne road watching an. ordinary club 
match. An old High School boy, he played 
cricket and hockey on the school team, and 
created a “ record ” at the school sports by 
winning the old boys’ race ten years in suc- 
cession. He held the Royal Humane Society's 
bronze medal and vellum for a brave rescue 
from drowning at Dunfanaghy, Co. Donegal, 
in 1920. !

THE REAL TROUBLE. 

The real trouble was in regard to the 
Service of Holy Communion and the pro- 
posed authorisation of the reservation of 
the Sacrament. It was argued that the 
reservation would be under conditions 
which would prevent adoration. He 
realised to the full that, if in consecration 
there was a spiritual change, those who 
believed it were entitled to worship the 
elements in public, and it would be very 
difficult to prevent thousands of men and 
women from doing so. It would be much 
safer and better for the preservation of the 
true ‘doctrines of the Church of England 
that reservation should not be legalised 
and sanctioned. He quoted one case in 
the Diocese of London where adoration of 
the Blessed Sacrament was openly urged. 

It seemed to him a dangerous reversal 
to old practices, and the new book was 
really an attempt to legalise what had 
hitherto been declared illegal, because the 
bishops as things stood were unable to 
enforce discipline. The. difficulty, it 
seemed to him, arose because clergy 
addicted to those practices had been 
appointed to livings, and it was little use 
turning round upon them and saying: 
“You must give up incense, give up 
adoration and so on.” 

So long as the Church remained estab- 
lished the final right to decide lay with 
Parliament. When he was told that there 
were members who did not desire to vote 
because they were Nonconformists, he 
would say to them: ‘‘ Vote for or vote 
against the new Prayer-book as you will, 
but it is your bounden duty to your con- 
stitutents to consider the great issues at 
stake and decide them in the interests 
of right and justice.

LADY IVEAGH’S MAIDEN SPEECH. 


One. of the events of the evening was 
the maiden speech of Lady Iveagh who, 
although she was suffering from a cold, 
created a most favourable impression. She 
spoke clearly and distinctly and with com- 
plete confidence, and there is little doubt 
she will be regarded as the “ star ” orator 
among the lady members 

She said that her feelings on the sub- 
ject under discussion were so strong that 
she could not give a silent vote. It would 
not be out of place for a woman member 
to offer a few observations, particularly 
when during the discussion references had 
been made to the benefits derived by men 
from the religious sentiment which they 
imbibed at their mother’s knee. 

First she would like to ask hon. 
members whether if, as was admitted, 
there was a grave lack of discipline in the 
Church of England, they would achieve 
anything to make that discipline better, 
or the illegalities fewer, if they rejected 
the measure? Surely reiection would 
make confusion worse counfounded. 


| THE REAL WORK, 

The people felt that the age-long con- 
troversy should be settled, so that they 
might get on with the real work of the 
Church. Every revision of the Prayer- 
book was the result of a compromise; and 
compromises had enabled their national 
Church to come into existence and con- 
tinue for some hundreds of years, and had 
enabled them to have a Prayer-book 
common to the nation. 

The alternative book might be a com- 
promise, but it was a compromise evolved 
by British people, and as such it was true 
to the underlying principle of the Re- 
formation. While there must be order 
and unity there must. be some scope for 
liberty of opinion. (Cheers.) One thing 
she desired to see was a Christian unity, 
that spirit which was of far more import- 
ance than theological divergencies.

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TREASURES OF A 
ROYAL ‘TOMB. 


JEWELS AND WEAPONS 
OF 3,500 B.C, 


>. 
— 


The finding of a Royal tomb of solid 
stone construction deep underground, the 
only stone building yet found at Ur, 
has been reported on by the joint expedi- 
tion of the British Museum and the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania during their sixth 
season s work. 

Digging began on October 17, and during 
one month there were found some of the 
most remarkable objects that the soil of 
ancient Sumer has yielded to rege sgt h 

“In a grave of normal type, and only 
somewhat larger in size than most, we 
found the burial, absolutely undisturbed, 
of a Royal Prince who lived some hundreds 
of years before the first dynasty of the 
Kings of Ur, perhaps as early as 3,500 
B.C., Mes Kalam Dug, «s his name was 
written on the gold vessels which he took 
with him to the grave. 


A REMARKABLE HEAD-DRESS. 

“He did not claim to have been a 
King, but of his Royalty none can doubt 
who sees the character and quality of his 
possessions. The most remarkable of 
them was a head-dress of beaten gold, 
padded inside with cloth. It fitted over 
the whole head, covering the neck and 
cheeks. On it the elaborately-dressed 
hair and whiskers are represented in 
repoussé work and engraving, so that it 
might well be called a gold wig, though 
whether it really was a ceremonial head- 
dress or helmet to be worn in battle there 
is no means of saying. 

“Nothing of the kind has ever been 
found before in Mesopotamia, nor do the 
Texts speak of any survival of such a 
thing into later periods, so that the dis- 
covery of the actual object was more un- 
expected than any we have yet made. 


A ROYAL TREASURE. 

‘Close to the head were two bowls and 
a lamp of gold, each inscribed with the 
name of the owner, Mes Kalam Dug (‘ the 
good hero of the land’). A battle-axe 
of electrum lay by the shoulder, and by 
the side another axe-head, also of 
electrum. From a silver belt hung a 
dagger with a golden blade and a hilt of 
silver and gold. 

“ On either side of the body were heaps 
of beads in gold and lapis lazuli, gold 
and silver earrings, a gold pin with a 
lapis lazuli head, a pin with a gold head 
in the shape of a sitting monkey, finger 
rings and other small objects of personal 
wear. It was, indeed, a Royal treasure 
that rewarded us thus early in the season, 
and, were the remaining months of work 
to prove barren, we could still be content 
with a success beyond anything we have 
yet known at Ur” 
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ORPHANAGE FIRE 
IN CANADA. 


33 PERSONS DEAD AND 
21 MISSING.

From Reutrer’s CORRESPONDENT, 
QUEBEC, Thursday. 
At least 50 persons are believed to have 
heen burned to death in a fire which has 
destroyed the Hospice Saint Charles. Four- 


teen persons are known to have been killed | 


in the disaster, and search is stil) being made 
for the many missing. 

The official list of casualties is not yet 
complete, as the ruins are still being searched 
for bodies. The bodies of 16 children and 
one woman have been recovered, and many 
injured have been taken to hospital. 

There were 371 children and 40 nuns in 
the building when the fire broke out in a 
cellar. 

The flames spread quickly to the dormi- 
tories, but the nuns showed heroic courage, 
and, thanks to their devoted efforts, many 
children were brought out safely, and. many 
others rescued by ladders and life-nets, into 
which they were thrown from the windows 
of the blazing building. 

The Hospice, which was completely de. 
stroyed, was built a century ago as a sailors’ 
hospital. 


INCREASED DEATH-ROLL. 

At a late hour this afternoon thirty-three 
persons were known to be dead, and twenty- 
one missing. Only thirteen bodies have so 
iar been identified. Firemen are engaged in 
searching the ruins for other bodies. The 
damage done to the orphanage building is 
estimated at a quarter of a million dollars. 

Firemen who took part in the rescue work 
expressed themselves as overcome with 
emotion at the little tots shouting for help, 
but invisible because of the dense smoke. 

A number of lives were saved by means of 
nets, but, one of the firemen said: “ Having 
to throw the children through the windows 
into the nets in the intense cold was enough 
to soften the heart of the hardest-hearted men 
among us. 


HEROIC GIRL’S FATE, 


A story of great heroism and devotion to 
duty is told of the seventeen-year-old girl, 
Rose Anna Goudrault, who met her death 
after making a fourth entry into the blazing 
dormitory to rescue one of the youngest 
children. Three times she climbed to the 
third storey, leading a terrified group of 
children to safety, contnuing until she herself 
was overcome, 


THE THIRD BIG FIRE. 


_ This fire makes the third big fire this year 
in Canada, involving a total death roll of 
probably more than 150 children. On 
January 9th seventy-eight children were 
burnt to death in the Laurier Picture Palace 
at Montreal, and on September 19th twenty- 
nine orphans lost their lives in a fire which 
destroyed the Beauval Roman Catholic Mis- 
sion at Saskatchewan. 

The building was 104 years old. The 
doctors who attempted artificial respiration 
obtained very little success, as the bodies of 
the children who were asphyxiated were, in 
many cases, coated with ice, presumably 
from the fire hoses. The fire was completely 
under control by two o’clock this morning. 


RESCUE WORK HAMPERED BY COLD. 

Another message states nineteen bodies, 
including one adult, that of a Sister, have 
been recovered from the ruins of the hospice. 
Forty children are still missing, and it is 
feared that many are dead, but some may be 
found later in the houses of people who 
sheltered the children when they were driven 
out by the fire, and who have not yet re- 
ported to the authorities. Very few of the 
bodies show signs of burns, death being due 
to suffocation from the smoke. 

The flames spread so quickly that the 
rescue work was very difficult, thongh the 
staff of the institution and the general public 
rendered plucky assistance. Many of the 
children appeared to be too dazed and sleepy 
when rescued to realise what had ha pened, 
and, owing to the intense cold and the fact 
that they were all in very thin night attire, 
they were rushed at once to neighbouring in- 
stitutions. 

Pitiful scenes were enacted at the mortuary, 
where hundreds of frantic mothers gathered 
to identify their children, only two of whom 
had been identified early this morning.

THE PRAYER-BOOK 
DIVISION. 


DISESTABLISH MENT 
NECESSARY. 
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In a leading article The Times says:— 
Thé motion asking the House of Commons 
for approval of the Prayer-book measure 
was rejected last night by a majority 
which was narrow, as such majorities go, 
but quite sufficient to wreck for the time 
being the work of Churchmen of all! parties 
for nearly a quarter of a century. The 
risk of such a conclusion was apparent, 
no doubt, from the very outset of the 
sitting, and it grew ‘steadily with the 
progress of the discussion. The debate 
in the Commons began in a bad atmo- 
sphere, and the interruptions which 
greoted the mover of the resolution—the 
plain representative, as he put it, of “ the 
man in the pew’’—-were unworthy both 
of his own obvious sincerity and of the 
solemnity of his subject. Matters im- 
proved to some extent as the debate went 
on, partly: because of the restraint and 
good feeling of the Home Secretary s 
reply, partly because in this and other 
speeches the opponents of the measure 
began to feel that they were getting the 
best of the oratory. That does not mean 
that, to those who had followed the whole 
course of the controversy as so much 
larger a proportion of the Lords had 
followed it, there was any novel argument 
to deflect their votes. In the final stage 
of a discussion so thorough and so long- 
protracted, it stood to reason that nothing 
could be said which had not been said a 
hundred times before. 

It is manifestly too soon either to 
analyse the true causes of the rejection 
of the measure or to estimate its conse 
quences. The publication of the complete 
division lists will at least do something 
to explain the attitude of the Commons. 
A great campaign of propaganda, sparing 
néither effort nor expense, is known quite 
openly to have influenced some members 
who hold that their religious views should 
be guided by their constituents and take 
a flood ef organised letters as proof of 
public opinion. To some extent the sup- 
porters of the measure failed to make 
their .presentation impressive. To a 
greater extent they were deliberately 
hindered from doing so by some of ‘their 
opponents Above all, the time allotted 
was too short for any real consideration 
of the measure by those who came to if 
ignorant of the facts, but vaguely moved 
by threats of seceding voters. The advan- 
tage in such pressure always lies with the 
attack, and it will be surprising if some 
of the majority last night, when they 
come to fuller knowledge of the position 
which they have created, find that their 
hasty conclusions have really improved 
even their cherished popularity in the con- 
stituencies. 

In any case it.is on the turn of these 
subsequent reflections that the future 
course of the Church must now depend.

VALUABLE AID TO MAINTENANCE 
OF SPORT. 


The Jockey Club Committee’s report was 
published in the Racing Calendar yesterday. 
The Committee had before them the evidence 
taken by the Select Committee of the House 
oi Commons, which in 1923 considered the 
question of impesing a betting duty, and they 
did not think it necessary to cover the same 
ground again. 

The report begins by detailing the present 
legal position in regard to betting, and the 
Committee state that there are two ways in 
which betting may be made td contribute to 
the maintenance of sport: 

(a) By charging bookmakers a fee for the 
privilege of making a book on the racecourse, 

and (b) by means of the Pari-mutuel or 
totalisator. 

This is borne out by inquiries as to the 
methods of raising revénue ,in foreign coun- 
tries, the Dominions and the Colonies, where 
these two systems are adopted either singly 
or side by side in practically every country 
except Great Britain and Ireland. In France, 
New Zealand, etc., the Pari-mutuel or total- 
isator operates alone, and in. Belgium, 
Western Australia, parts of India and South 
Africa it operates in conjunction. with book- 
making. ‘The Pari-mutuel.has been in.opera- 
tion. in France for many Wwears, while the 
toetalisator has been in use in parts of Aus 
tralia, New Zealand, India and North and 
South Ameriea for some tinie. 

TOTALISATOR PREFERRED. 

The advantage of the totalisator system is 
that, instead of the return payable being un- 
known until the totals from. all the booths 
are collected, as happens with ~the’ Pari- 
mutuel, there is a running total of-the amount 
in the pool and the amount invested on each 
horse, which enables backers to judge 
approximately of the rate of odds current 
when they make their bet: By this system 
also the payment of winnings is much quicker 
than under the Pari-mutuel. 

The Committee point out: that the Setting 
up of booths or buildings which are necessary 
for betting by the p&ri-mutuel or totalisator 
system would almost certainly be held to be 
the setting up of a “place,” and they also 
were advised that, if a fee were to be charged 
to bookmakers for the privilege of being 
allewed to meke a-book in any of the race- 
course enclosures, such *enélosares thereby 
would be constituted “ places within the

LICENSING BOOKMAKERS. 

The report also emphasises the advantage 
of the licensing of bookmakers by the racin 
authorities, where such licence carries wit 
it the right, to inspect all books, as this gives 
the authorities such facilities for tracing im- 
pro betting transactions.as are unknown 
in this country, and, since the totalisator bets 
mechanically, it does not lend* itself to the 
practice of making money out of horses which, 
Íor one reason or another, are known as 
“dead” in the market. 

Witnesses from abroad who gave evidence 
before the committee said that these dual 
systems had had a marked effect in reducing 
dishonest practices on their courses. 

If the totalisator is to be given a fair 
chance on English racecourses it would seem 
that course bookmakers would have to pay 
taxes and fees approximately equivalent in 
amount to the deductions made from the 
money passing through the totalisator, but 
subject’ to an allowance for their expenses 
and for a fair working profit in order to put 
the two systems on a level footing, and the 
starting price bookmakers, who would be 
outside the jurisdiction of the club, would 
have to be taxed bv the Government to an 
extent that would place them on terms of 
equality with the two systems of course 


betting. 
EXPERTS’ EVIDENCE. 

The committee had the assistance of Mr. 
Julius, the inventor of the automatic 
totalisator machine named after him, and 
als#of Mr Wilkinson. the totalisator manager 
of the compa which owns the Julius 
totalisator machifie. Mr. Wilkinson, in com- 
pany with Colonel Wilkinson, the Jockey 
Club’s Inspector of Courses, at the request 
of the committee visited forty-seven race- 
courses to advise whether he considered there 
would be any great difficulty from a struc- 
tural point of view in installing machines 
with their fall equipment of power houses, 
indicator boards, selling and paying out 
boxes, etc. 

The report was to the effect that out of 
forty-seven courses thirty. offered no difficul- 
ties, eleven offered difficulties which could be 
got over without much trouble, and_ the 
remaining six presented considerable difficul- 
ties which did not, however, appear to be 
insuperable. 

Mr. Wilkinson estimated the cost of in- 
stallation of the totalisator at Newmarket at 
£13,000 for the Rowley Mile, and £7,000 for 
the Juiy Course, but, in addition to these 
sums, buildings suitable for housing the 
machinery, etc., would bring the cost of the 
two courses up to roughly from £30,000 to 
£35,000. 

The cost to other meetings would, of 
course, vary in accordance with their size, 
the number of enclosures, and the attend- 
ance to be catered for. At small meetings 
the capital expenditure necessary to instal 
the totalisator system would probably not 
exceed £3,000 or £4,000. 

The Committee indicate that the questions 
of the. workings of the totalisator, of the 
control of the revenues derived, and of find- 
ing. capital for the initial outlay, have so 
important a bearing on the whole subject 
that théy will probably entail a separate and 
a detailed inquiry. 

VALUABLE SOURCE OF REVENUE. 

If all other forms of betting were made 
illegal, as in most countries, and the totalisa- 
tor alone was allowed, the totalisator in 
itself would) produce a vast income. if 
betting ottside racecourses was made illegal 
and licence was given to the totalisator and 
the bookmalfers to function on racecourses, 
they would between them produce quite a 
large mcome. 

The Committee consider that such a fresh 
source of revenue would be very valuable 
at the present moment, gá 3t would erable 
racecourses to lower the. charges now made 


justing the burden of providing the funds 
necessary for carrying on racing and for 
improving the comfort and amenity of 
our racecourses more equitably than can be 
done at present. The person who only 
wanted to see the sport would pay much less 
than he does now, but the person who could 
afford to bet would contribute in proportion to 
the money he betted.

SWORN INQUIRY AT 
ENNIS@GORTHY. 

Dr. Clinch, Medigal- Lgspector,sof the Free 
State Lecal Government meant, held a

given by Dr. W.:.Murphy,>who_-sajd_ that 
Byrne was advised two years ago. to get 
treated for removal of a small cahcer on the 
lip. Byrne did not do so, but after attending 
a “‘cancer-curer’’ for two years returned to 
Dr. Murphy, who -íound the eancer so ad- 
vanced as to be mcurable. -He'sent Byrne to 
Dr. O'Neill, but told Byrne that he did not 
expect that anything could be done for him, 
as he was incurable. Witness had the 
friendhest relations with Dr. O'Neill and the 
highest admiration for Dr. O’Neill’s skill as 
a surgeon and attention to all patients. 
Dr. T. J. Dowse said that he was forty-six 
years practising in Wexford, and was five 
years anesthetist in the Co. Hospital. No dne 
could. give greater attention to the patienta 
than Dr. O’Brien.

A SOUTHERN RESIDENT'S

MR. JAMES B. MOORE DEAD. 


The death occurred yesterday at his resi- 
dence, 1 Brookfield terrace, Donnybrook, of 
Mr. James B. Moore, a well-known Dublin 
solicitor. Mr. Moor- was 67 years of age. 
He had been in Dublin on Tuesday as usual, 
but as there were indications of heart trouble, 
his doctor advised him that he should rest 
for a few days.

Mr. Moore 
was admitted a member of the legal profes- 
sion m the’ Michaelmas Term, 1890, and since 
then he; carried on business with an impor- 
tant clientele and a d regularly in the 
Courts as a successiul advocate.

w. Society. He took a keen interest in the 
Society, in his profession and in his col. 
leagues at all times, and three years. ago 
thev elected him resident of the Society, 
With his.colleagues and his clients he was

people” who bad 
acquiesce in the establishment of the Church 
of England upon the sole ground that it was 
a Reformed Protestant Church. (Loud 
cheers.) No doubt the English ‘Reformation 
was largely a ‘agen oe act, but it represented 
then, and still represented, the broad view 
of a great, mass of ordinary citizens. 

The real reason for the measure was in- 
discipline and revolt by those who from a 
deep sense of conviction, while determined to 
remain in the Church, refused to accept the 
discipline of that Church. That being so, 
the House had to consider two questions. The 
first was whether the proposed change in- 
flicted real injury upon those who did not 
desire it. After all, those people had done no 
wrong, (Cheers.) The second question was 
whether there was any reason for supposing 
that the measure would end what had been 
described by Lady Iveagh as ‘‘an age-long 
controversy. ’: According to a large number 
of clergymen it would not. 

This raised the dilemma that either the pro. 
moters of the new Book’ were doing nothing 
drastic, touching no material point of doctrine 
or else they were really assisting and {facilitat- 
ing a doctrinal change. “The Bishop of 
London ‘had said that this Book secured to 
the Anglo-Catholics all they had been ficht- 
ing for for thirty years. If that were so it 
involved a very big change. (Hear, hear.) 
_-* With very great regret,” said Sir John, 
“I feet it to be my duty not to refuse to 
vote, but to vote against the measure. (Hear, 
bear.) . The question, it seems to me, is not 
really how..the new. Book will be expounded 
by loyal and moderate Churchmen, but how 
it can without absurdity and exaggeration be 
used by those who are anxious for a still 
further extension in a Romeward direction.’’ 
(Hear, hear.) - 

THE BOOK OF COMMON PRAYER. 

He thought that most of the arguments of 
a political character in favour of the con- 
tinued establishment of, the Church had 
greatly weakened with the passage of time. 
‘It seems to me there is now only one argu- 
ment that can be fairly put forward for a 
continued establishment. The Church, as by 
law established, down. to to-night, could, at 
any rate, claim that it provided in every 
parish a church where all seeking the con- 
solation of its Services could go with the 
knowledge that they were all going to get the 
same thing. (Hear, hear.) That is the mean- 
ing of the Book of Common Prayer. But, as 
a matter of fact, once you establish this 
System of alternative uses, with all its pos- 
sibilities of abuses, you are really striking at 
the last remaining argument for episcopal 
religion in this country being established. 

‘I do not contend that it will necessarily 
be to the disadvantage of true religion that 
disestablishment should come; but it is quite 
clear that those who put forward these pro- 
posals are putting them forward without first 
of all securing the only condition on which 
they can properly ask the support of ordinary 
citizens. As long as the Church is estab- 
lished we are not only entitled. but bound, to 


hold that great body to its bond. 
_ He did not see how they, as trustees and 
inheritors of the historic Constitution of the 
land, because they were appealed to by a 
body of most devoted churchmen to help 
them, were at liberty to inflict grave injury 
on other citizens in matters most vital to 
their belief, and to preserve the system of 
establishment without regard to the Rome- 
ward tendency of these changes. (Cheers. ) 
LORD HUGH CECIL. 

Lord Hugh Cecil was much less effective 
than usual. He seemed extremely nervous. 
and it was with the greatest difficulty that 
the House was able to follow some of his 
arguments. He pleaded earnestly for the 
passing of the measure. Its rejection, he 
said, would cause consternation and give rise 
to long and intricate controversy as to the 
relations of Church and State. He had no 
doubt as to their duty in the matter. 

If they passed the measure nothing would 
happen in a very large number of parishes. 
Things would go on just the same. If they 
rejected it they would be playing into the 
hands of the very people they most suspected. 
By FA forward a deposited liturgical 
standard they would satisfy all reasonable 
people, and leave outside only the unreason- 
able and the lawless. He did not think that 


miserable tragedy of the murder of an un- 
wanted infant. One of these is subject to 
reprobation’ by. the Press and by public 
opinion and to punishment by the law, On 
her will rest the whole burden of support of 
the child if it survives. 

In other countries this is not so. The 
majority of European countries, notably 
Norway, have laws under which the father 
of an illegitimate child is made equally re- 
sponsible with the mother for its support and 
upbringing. This is done by what are called 
affiliation orders, a weekly sum being paid 
by the father. Legislation to this effect was 
carried in Northern [Ireland in 1924. 
Further, in many countries the age of con- 
sent has been raised to age and in 
some cases to twenty-one. There is no need 
to repeat the arguments for this change, 
which has been proved to be a necessary con- 
dition of moral reform. The property of the 
girl is protected until she is twenty-one; 
surely, protection from moral danger is as 
necessary. Again, under the canon law and 
the civil law of many countries marriage. of 
parents after the birth of the child, in cases 
where no tacle to marriage existed at 
the time of the birth, renders that child 
legitimate. This has also been found to 
have a beneficial effect. 

These points have been pressed on the 
Government repeatedly, and recommendations 
have been made in the report of the Poor 
Law Commission to this effect. The girl, 
as you said in your leading article last week, 
is. often “half maddened by pain and 
terror,” What she needs is not public re- 
probation, nor what Mr, Carrigan termed 
“ pious exhortation,’” nor that “‘ example of 
sternness ” which he recommended, but help, 

We have specified the directions in which 
such help can be given, and is given, in 
other countries. It is delayed here because 
public opinion is needed to press the matter 
on thé Government. There is no other 
reason. It is to be earnestly hoped that 
such pressure will be forthcoming, and that 
legislation providing for the application of 
the method of affiliation orders, for raising 
the age of consent, and for legitimation by 
subsequent marriage will be introduced by 
the Government and carried through all its 
stages in the next session of the Otreachtas.

ever, given any figures to show how 
the trade would benefit. ©The last proposi-

They were 
given a standard which would satisfy al! 
reasonable people, and leave outside only the 
unreasonable and lawless. If the House did 
not pass the measure the policy 
of the enforcement of the law 
could not be carried out. The 
whole system would be paralysed. He did 
not want the Church of England to go on for 
ever wrangling over these matters, to have 
upon it the stain of Ulegalities, however sin- 
cerely based on religious feeling. How, if 
they rejected the measure, could they hope 
to restore order and remove the sinr of law- 
lessness?’ The Church of England was, un- 
doubtedly, a Protestant Reformed Church, 
and the deposited book was a Protestant re- 
formed book. 

Sir Martin Conway asserted that the de- 
posited book fulfilled the essential condition 
for a book of common prayer, and he should 
rote against the measure. 

Sir Henry Slesser, on the other hand, spoke 
im support of the measure, and confessed him- 
self a little shocked at the doubt which has 
been thrown upon the sagacity of the Fpis- 
copate by people “who in all other respects 
called themselves conservative. 


THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

Sir Douglas Hogg (Attorney-General), whio 
opposed the motion, said that, in his judg- 
ment, there were in the deposited book 
matters which. to him and the people of the 
country were of vital interest.

GOOD LIGHTING PAYS. : 

One great advantage that electric lighting 
had over its rivals was the faeility with 
which the intensity of the light could be 
adjusted by altering the candle power of 
the lamps. In general, it might be said 
that a high standard both of local and of 
general illumination paid exceedingly well in 
factories. Goed local illumination improved 
the quality and quantity of the products and 
reduced wastage, and good general illumina- 
tion reduced the number of accidents. The 
value of the improved results obtained by 
good lighting had generally been found far 
in excess of the additional cost. The eff- 
cient lighting of streets and rbads had he 
come of great importance owing to the in 
crease in motor traffic and its high speed. 
The illumination of the roads by means of 
lights carried on the vehicles themselves was 
most undesirable when it could be avoided, 
the ideal condition being to have good gene- 
ral illumination and the lights on the cars 
dimmed so as just to indicate clearly the 
position of the car. The illumination from 
lights in the shops along the streets was 
often verv valuable, and the custom of leav- 
the -: lighted up after business 
hours should be encouraged. It was quite 
noticeable in parts of Dublin, where there 
were nearly always some tramears in transit, 
how much the lights in those cars contri- 
buted to the general illumination. 


ELECTRIC LIGHTING FOR THE POOR. 

There was no doubt that the poorer classes 
in the community suffered badly from in- 
adequate illumination both in their -homes 
and in the adjacent streets, the fish-tail gas 
burner or an inferior type of paraftin lamp 
being often the only light in the house, Ex- 
perience bad shown that electricity at a 
shilling per unit was cheaper than parafiin 
oil for lighting, and every effort should be 
made to bring the electric light within the 
reach of the working-classes, who could il! 
afford the contamination of the air in their 
small rooms by the combustion of gas or oil. 

In conclusion, he said that he should like 
to press upon all those engaged on problems 
of artificia) illumination the desirability of 
looking at the matter from a scientific point 
of view, and not merely being content just 
to provide by some means the amount of 
light that previous experience suggested as 
sufficient.

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ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY 
. LECTURE, 

‘Virus Diseases of Plants’ was the subject 
of a paper by Mr. P. A. Murphy, Se.D., at 
a scientific meeting of the Royal Dublin 
Society yesterday. One of the common 
results of virus disease, he said, was to pro- 
duce variegation on foliage. Many variega- 
tions resulting from virus were among the 
most serious diseases that crops suffered from 
all over the world. Sugur cane mosaic, which 
spread from Java, sal Was now present in 
every place where’ the cane was grown, 
except Mauritius, had produced a financial 
crisis in Porto Rico. 

Virus diseases were known in animals as 
well as plants, one being the well-known 
foot-and-mouth disease, the cause of which 
was not known until 1898. 

The mosaic disease of the tobacco plant 
was also described, and the lecturer said that 
virus diseases were common to some Irish 
crops, such as potatoes. There were varieties 
of potatoes which would probably last for an 
indefinite time without necessitating a change 
were it not for infection with mosaic disease.
